Road Building In 
State Since War 


TALLAHASSEE — Florida has 
reconstructed or improved approxi- 
matély 3,000 miles of its 8,736 mite 
state maintained highway system 
during the past three and one half 
years, reports Road Chairman 
Elgin Bayless, who stated that the 
postwar road building program of 
the Caldwell Administration was 
the greatest in the history of the 
state. 

It added 400 miles of new high- 
way to the network, but Bayless 
warned further extensions will be 
impossible unless new revenue is 
provided. 

The millions still coming in 
from gasoline taxes will be little 
more than enough to maintain the 
system as it stands and keep mak- 
ing improvements to modernize 
the 8,700 mile net, he said. 

Figures released by Bayless re- 
veal that $71,211,000 was spent on 
construction and $17,057,000" on 
routine maintenance from January 
1. 1948 tó June 30, 1948. 

During that period he said 400 
miles of new road were built, more. 


than 1,500 miles completely rebuilt” 


and almost 200 miles _ widened. 
Thousands of feet of bridge were 
constricted, -he reported. 

In addition to projects com- 
pleted on April 30, contracts had 
been awarded for $21, 239,000 
worth of work on 624 miles cf 
roads and $6,594,000 for 13,200 
feet.of bridges.

‘Commissioner Lake Lytal and 
Paul Rardin said addition of anti- 
fly work was largely responsible 
for this year's tentative appropri- 
ation of 865,428 for mosquito and 
other pest control, compared witn 
last year's figure of $50,023. 

Previously announced plans for 
developing the new Phipps ocean- 
front park and other county parks 
were explained as the reason for 
the county parks fund is being 
boosted in the tentative budget 
from $32,005 last year to $100,905 
this year. Partly offsetting that.

Driving along the highway I 
stopped at a fruitstand offering 
both oranges and grapefruit by 
the. bag. I bought a bag of each 
and cut and sampled the fruit. It 
was delicious.

restaurants in a number of towns, a glass of fresh orange or graps- 
all in the citrus belt and on only| fruit juice and they look at you 
two cccasions was I able to find like you were as nutty as.a fruit 


anything but canned juice. In one 
instance the waitress recommend- 
ed tomato juice when I said I'd 
rather have fresh citrus than can- 
ned.

For Glades Area 


Russell N. Edwards, Miami 
engineer, reported Monday he has 
solved the age-old problem of pro- 
cessing ramie fibre and a` new 
company which he heads is equip- 
ping a plant at Belle Glade for 
commercial production. 

The company is Ramie Indus- 
tries, Inc., of which Edwards is 
president. John Price Hoberman, 
Miami, is vice president, Jerome 
Waterman, Tampa department 
store executive, is secretary, and 
Robert R. Guthrie, New York de- 
partment store official is treasur- 
er. P 
The company is fully financed 
and has no stock or bonds for salz, 
said Edwards. 

His chemical-mechanical pro- 
cess will convert raw ramie into 
finished fiber in 20 minutes. The 
Belle Głade plant will have 20 
to 50 units, each capable of pro- 
ducing 300 pounds of finished 
fiber and hour without waste, he 
said. 

Ramie, worn by ancient Egyp- 
tians, has always been expensive 
to convert_because its’ fibers are 
encased in gluelike pulp. Separat- 
ing fiber from pulp has been a 
slow hand-labor process of beate 
ing, soaking and stripping. Ed- 
wards said his process changes al! 
this. 

Some 10,000 acres of ramie, cap- 
able of producing 40,000,000 
pounds of raw ramie, are grown in 
the Lake Okeechobee region. Ed- 
wards said his Belle Glade plant 
will be able to convert it all into 
fiber quickly and more cheaply 
than ever before. 

The finished product—a linen-“ 
like fiber with silk lustre—has a 
ready market capable of unlimited 
expansion, said Edwards. It is 
stéonger than other fibers, its 
strength increases when wet, and 
it is mildew and rot proof.
